ing so high in southern cities and so 
much lower in northern and eastern 
cities was suggested yesterday by 
State Commissioner of Agriculture 
James D. Price, whose department has 
supervision over the inspection of the 
qualities of gasoline sold in Georgia. 
He stated that this condition of the 
market appeared to be an “arbitrary 
fixing of the prices without regard to 
economic rule of supply and demand,” 
_which he considers proper subject for 
investigation. 

Commissioner Price declares that his 
department has no information which 
would indicate that the recent in- 
creases in the price of gasoline in At- 
lanta from 12% cents per gallon to 
16 cents per gallon is due to supply 
and demand. 

Reason for Investigation. 

“It looks like simply an arbitrary 
system of increase in prices not based 
upon the condition of supply and de- 
mand,” said Mr. Price, “and it appears 
to me that there is good reason for an 
investigation.” 

He intimated that there might be 
developments in this direction in the 


next few days. 

Mr. Price declared that his depart- 
ment has had much trouble recently in 
enforcing the state law which requires 
that every gasoline dealer shall post 
at the selling point a sign showing the 
gravity of the oll which he sells. 


Johnson-Gewinner, retailers of gaso- 
line, Friday announced to automobile 
owners that they had lowered their 
price of gasoline to 15 cents per gal- 
lon, despite the alleged “arbitrary” in- 
rease to 20 cents per gallon by Octo- 

er 1, as predicted by announcements 
from leading oil concerns in Atlanta 
& few days ago. 

Johnson-Gewinner is now § selling 
gasoline at 15 cents per gallon, 1 cent 
less than the other gasoline stations, 
and 3 cents less than the rise in price 
that was predicted to take place by 
this time. 

This decrease in price represents a 
saving of approximately $10,000 a 
month to Atlanta automobile owners— 
that is, provided the increase to 18 cents, 
as predicted by the oil concerns, had 
gone into effect. 

S. E. Taylor, maanger of the Standard 
Oil branch of Atlanta, was asked by 
The Constitution why gasoline should 
be sold at 16 cents in Atlanta and 10 
eents in Chicago, and for a quotation 
of Standard Oil prices on gasoline in 
Atlanta. 

He refused to discuss the situation. 

The Standard Oil gasoline continued 
to sell at 16 cents per gallon in At- 
lanta Friday, although it was predicted 
Wednesday that it would rise 1 cent in 
price on Thursday, and go as high as 
20 cents per gallon by October 1. Gas- 
oline produced by other oil concerns 
also sold at 16 cents. 

R. N. Reed, president and general 
manager of the Reed Oil company, said: 

“The market conditions remain the 
same as when I predicted a rise a féw 
days ago. 

“As to the reasons why gasoline sells 
cheaper in other cities than in At- 
janta Mr. Reed replied he had nothing 
to say. 

Johnson-Gewinner Write. 

The Constitution has received a let- 
ter from the Johnson-Gewinner com- 
pany, indorsing The Constitution’s in- 
terest in gasoline prices in the local 


market.

LEADERS IN RECALL 
REPORT PROGRESS 


‘Say Only a Few More Sign- 


ers Are Needed, But Peti- 
tions Will Be Delayed Un- 
til After Primary. 


Leaders in the movement to recall 
from office Mayor James G. Woodward 
and the other six members of the po- 
lice commission who voted to demote 
former Chief of Police James L. Beay- 
ers announced Friday that only a few 
votes were needed before the required 


25 per cent of the registration list 
would be in hand. With this number 
the general council is forced by law to 
call the election. 


The other six members that the re- 
call workers want recalled from of- 
fice are W. P. Fain, chairman of the 
commission; James W. English, Coun- 
cilman Edwin Johnson, R. C. Clark, 
A. R. King and R. T. Pace. 

Will Not Single Shot. 

“We could get a sufficient number 
of petitions signed to get the mayor 
at any time, but we don’t want to 
single shot on him. We want the en- 
tire seven, and we are determined to 
get them if it takes twelve months, 
which will, of course, not be the case,” 
declared Dr. Joseph Broughton, gen- 
eral chairman of the recall campaign 
committee of one hundred. 

“The mayor and other members of 
the commission have resorted to every 
means to discredit the recall workers 
and to frighten the signers of peti- 
tions so as to make them remove their 
names. This has not hurt the cam- 
paign. It has’ only emphasized the 
safety of our position and spurred on 
the leaders.” 

Chairman Broughton stated that a 
number of signed petitions had been 
sent to his office within the past two 
days, and that on Monday night at the 
regular meeting of the committee 
more than 100 signed petitions were 
turned in. 

Some of the workers had planned 
filing on Friday the petition asking 
for an election for the recall of the 
mavor, but at a meeting of the execu- 
tive committee@at noon it was decided 
that the petitions would not be filed 
until after the municipal primary next 
Thursday, even if the necessary nuim- 
ber of signatures is obtained before 
that time. . 

The recall workers have taken an 
active interest in the various ward 
campaigns where there are contests, 
and they say they are confident their 
candidates will be the winners. 

After Balance of Power. 

With the anti-Woodward faction 
now in council as their nucleus, the 
recall workers believe that the re- 
sults of next Thursday’s primary will 
mean that the anti-Woodward wing of 
general council next vear will hold 
the balance of power and will be able 
to operate in spite of the mayor, if he 
is not recalled. 

A corps of paid workers in addition 
to volunteers is on duty daily at the 
recall campaign headquarters on the 
seventh floor of the Silvey building, 
and as rapialy as the signed recall 
petitions are filed, the office force is 
carefully checking them against the 
registration list used in the last gen- 
eral municipal election, as provided in 
the recall law. It will be necessary 
to get at least 25 per cent of the 
registered vote before the election is 
called.

Swears to Jury He Heard 
Mendenhall Striking Mrs. 
Eliot and Daughter--Other 
Witnesses Tell of Menden- 
hall’s Intimacy With Girl.

Evidence of Chauffeur. 


The testimony of Guy Stemple, 
chauffeur of the automobile in which 
the trio were riding, was that he had 
taken Mendenhall, Mrs. Eliot and Miss 
Eliot from the residence of the Elfots 
in Hyde Park early in the evening. 
After being commanded to turn down 
an old and unused road, 15 miles from 
Tampa, he said he heard a crash as a 


bottle was broken over the head of ; 


Mrs. Eliot, a frail woman, and when 
he expostulated with Mendenhall the 
defendant told him he was merely act- 
ing in self-defense. 

Sheriff Whitehurst testified to being 
told of the crime by Stemple and of 
going to the scene and finding a burned 
automobile and two charred bodies. 

Arthur Webb, brother of Mrs. Eliot 
and uncle of Miss Eliot, testified that 
in April he was summoned to 
the Eliot home to talk with Menden- 
hall, Mrs. Eliot and Miss Eliot over a 
wrong alleged to have been done Miss 
Eliot. Mendenhall, according to Webb's 
testimony, admitted having taken Miss 
Flit to Chicago aa his wife and said 
he wanted to get a divorce and marry 
her, as he loved her and had never 
been happy with his wife. 

To Divorce Wife and Wed Girl. 

Webb declared that Mendenhall 
asked for time in which to secure a 
divorce and carry out his promise. Miss 
Eliot was killed before any move was 
made to make good the promise. 

Claud Hammock, brother-in-law of 
the defendant, testified to having gone 
to a lonesome place on the old Green 
Springs road to wait for Mendenhall 
at Mendenhall’s instructions. He met 
Mendgenhall there at 10 o'clock, he said, 
and turned up his lights and they both 
went to Clearwater. Mendenhall, the 
witness said, had instructed him to 
say they had met in a suburb of 
Tampa.

General Ivanoff has been so successful

THE GOVERNOR’S CALL. 


Governor Harris is about to call an extra 
session of the legislature. The necessity 
for the call and the subjects to be included 
for legislative consideration are matters 
solely for the consideration and decision of 
the governor. To put it plainly, under the 
law it is his business. and nobody else’s. 
His is the full responsibility. 

It is admitted that there is no other alter- 
native at this time than to call an extra 
session in order to provide funds for the 
conduct and administration of the state 
government. This is a fundamental neces- 
sity; there is no escape from it. 

But appropriations for the conduct of the 
state government during the coming year

are the only necessity of an emergency 
nature that now confronts the state. Fail- 
ure of enactment of the appropriations bill 
was the only thing which could under any 
circumstances have caused an extra session. 
The legislature had plenty of time in which 
to enact it, but a majority preferred to en- 
force upon the state an unnecessary extra 
session, which will cost Georgia anywhere 
from $30,000 to $70,000. 

The Constitution believes that the inclu- 
sion of the prohibition question in the 
program of legislation at this time will be a 
fundamental mistake. It will result in hold- 
ing the general assembly in session for at 
least fifty days and perhaps for an indefinite 
period, engaged in a disorganizing wrangle 
over a proposition which can just as well 
and with equally good result go over until 
tha regular session next June. Every one 
of these prohibition measures, already 
passed by the senate, is at the head of the 
house calendar; and they stand there be- 
yond the reach or influence of the commit- 
tee on rules or any other committee. 

It is almost inconceivable that Georgia 
should be called upon to undergo the stress 
and disorganizing influence of this turbulent 
agitation just at the time when she fs trying 
her level best to get out of the woods of 
business depression and build a prosperity 
for which she has awaited now for -two 
years’or more. 

it is no wonder that farmers of, Georgia, 
representing every section of the state, 
gathered here in recent convention, ex- 
pressed the practically unanimous opinion 
that another period of legislative agitation 
just at this time would prove a most unfor- 
tunate thing for the state. For this reason 
they refused to petition the governor to in. 
clude prohibition legislation in the extra 
session call. 

The Constitution does not oppose this 
legislation and has not opposed it; but it 
does oppose going out of the way to upset 
the state and plunge it into a wholly unnec- 
essary turmoil and strife, not only at a time 
that is decidedly inopportune, but when 
this action is uncalled for and unnecessary. 

gihe prohibition question is distinctly 
and pre-eminently a matter to be considered 
in regular legislative session. There is no 
possible aspect of emergency about it. 
Brought up in the regular order next sum- 
mer, it can be dealt with and ‘disposed of 
without the same disorganizing and dis- 
rupting effect whieh it must bring if pressed 
at this time. . 

It is to be hoped that Governor Harris 
has not yet gone too far to prevent him 
from making what would be a grave and 
very serious mistake. 

It is not a question of prohibition legis- 
lation that is involved. It is a question of 
protecting and safeguarding the best inter- 
ests of Georgia at a time when she impera- 


tively needs a helping hand to lift her from 
the mire of business depression in which she 
has so long floundered. 

Georgia prosperity is today the’ most 
emergent problem before her people, and 
Governor Harris cannot better serve it at 
this juncture than by omitting from his 
legislative program the foundation for a row 
that in the very nature of things must come 
up for settlement the very first thing when 
the legislature meets in June. 


THE PRICE OF GASOLINE. 

Gasoline is selling in Chicago, retail 
price, at 914 cents a gallon; the price in 
Atlanta rose to 16 cents a day or two ago. 

Gasoline is selling in Kansas City at 
9.8 cents a gallon; the Atlanta price is 16 
cents. 

Gasoline is selling in St. Louis at 9.9 
cents a gallon; in Atlanta it costs 16 cents. 

Here is a difference of anywhere from 
6.1 cents to 6% cents a gallon, at retail, and 
we might continue the discriminatory com- 
parison indefinitely. 

The inevitable conclusion is 
that it is wrong, but there is 
rotten about it. 

We could conceive of a difference, per- 
haps, of one cent a gallon, or thereabouts, 
as being due to the difference in freight 
rates. It could not possibly be more. 

But when other cities of this country are 
getting gasoline at 6 to 6% cents less than 
Atlanta consumers are required to pay for 
it there is no other answer except that the 
companies dealing in gasoline, all of them, 
are studying their communities and putting 
upon them every possible dollar they can 
corkscrew out of them. 

If there is any way to put a stop to it, 
and to enforce the trade rights of consum- 
ers, it should be found. 

We concede and readily tolerate the 
slight difference in the price of products due 
to differences in freight rates. No com- 
munity takes issue on that point. But there 
is no reason why the price of gasoline, sold 
at different points in the United States, 
should vary any more than does the price of 
cotton, the price of corn or the price of oats. 
If wheat sells in Chicago at $1 a bushel it 
sells in Atlanta at $1 a bushel, plus the dif- 
ference in the freight rate. 

That is all very well and good; we pay 
it willingly. But if flour sold at $5 a barrel 
in Chicago and $9 a barrel in Atlanta we 
would know the reason why. 

The answer of competition at other 
points will not suffice, for there is the same 
competition here, or else the Sherman law 
is still being grossly violated at certain 
points throughout the country. 

If gasoline can be sold at a profit in 
Chicago at 9% cents (and we take it, unless 
there was a profit in it, it would not be 
sold) then the people of Atlanta are being 
swindled to the extent of 5 to 6 cents on 
every gallon sold here, making full allow- 
ance for the freight rate difference. 

We répeat, it is not only outrageously 
wrong, but there is something rotten 
about it. 

It is well worth the attention of our con- 
gressmen.

CHINA’S FIRST COUNTY FAIR. 

China is slowly but surely swinging into 
modern ways and methods. This is evident 
in small as well as great things attempted, 
but no one expected, at this early stage of 
advancement, the innovation of the modern 
county fair! 

The story of its inception, as told by 
Rose Alice Mace, missionary to China, in 
The Woman’s Missionary Friend, has the 
elements of tragedy and comedy, and only 
a talented world-humorist could do it justice. 

The story states that this “county fair,” 
first held at Mintsinghsien, has the distinc- 
tion of being the only one of its kind held 
in China, and that it is held on the spot 
where a temple once stood: 


A wealthy old gentleman who ad- 
mired the spot and coveted it as a bur- 
ial place for his family, by a clever 
ruse got the temple moved, and tombs 
for his ancestors safely erected when 
the deception he had employed was dis- 
covered, and the people determined 
upon revenge. There is a supersti- 
tion prevalent there, that if the grave 
of a person be trodden upon, that per- 
son will be unfortunate through life. 
Therefore it was decided that on Feb- 
ruary 15 of each year the people of the 
surrounding neighborhood should meet 
and tramp on the graves of this man’s 
friends. Later they began taking Yy 
few articles with them to exchange-or 
sell. This gradually increased until 
now thousands of people meet there 
and bring all kinds of things for sale. 


This was the inadvertent beginning of 
the first county fair in China. It ig said 
that the people have forgotten the original 
purpose of the gathering, the spirit of re- 
venge has been merged in the spirit of busi- 
ness, and “now they think of it onl? from 
a social and business standpoint,” while “the 
missionaries have taken advantage of so 
large a gathering for spreading the gospel!” 

The “county fair” idea, widely adver- 
tised by the people who have profited by it, 
is also spreading, and the outlook for both 
religion and business was never more prom- 
ising. The annual gathering is an event to 
be looked forward to in the lives of the 
Celestials; by following their ancient cus- 
toms and traditions they have unexpectedly 
fallen into modern ways, and—business is 
business!

President Wilkinson’s 
Exhibit of Activities of 
Chamber of Commerce 


IT IS UP TO WILSON 
TO DEMAND RIGHTS 
FOR SOUTH’S COTTON 


Editor Constitution: In a recently pub- 
lished communication, W. H. S. Hamilton 
says that Atlanta has come to a standstill 
and its civic and commercial organizations 
have been on a vacation for a year or two. 

Mr. Hamilton is not a member of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce and takes no 
part in its work. Possibly that is the 
reason why he is. not informed about it. 

Without referring to the great work done 
in former administrations, I will only men- 
tion a few things accomplished during the 
last two terms, 

During Mr.: Wilmer Moore's administra- 
tion, which covereg the vears 1912 and 1913, 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce building 
was bought and improved, and there are 
now housed in it twelve commercial bodies, 
constituting a combination of working or- 
ganizations not equalled elsewhere in the 
southern states. 

During Mr. Moore's administration 
convention bureau and the industrial | reau 
were organized. Since its organization the 
convention bureau has done an immense 
amount of good work under the direction 
of President Ivan E. Allen and Secretary 
Fred Houser. 

The industrial bureau has brought a 
number of industries to the city and largely 
increased its population. 

In the fall of 1913 Mr. Moore, as presi- 
dent of the chamber of commerce, started 
the movement to secure a regional bank for 
Atlanta. It was on his initiative that the 
first conference between representatives of 
the chamber of commerce and the clear- 
ing house organized the committee which 
completed the work. 

During the present administration that 
work was completed by an exceptionally 
able committee composed of J. K. Orr, chair- 
man: R. F. Maddox, Joseph A. McCord, John 
W. Grant, J. K. Ottley, A. P. Coles and W. J. 
Blalock, and ably assisted by Senator Smith. 
Thus Atlanta was made the financial center 
of the southeast, with advantages not only 
to the commercial and financial interests, 
but to the farmers. The Atlanta regional 
bank is this year supplying to the national 
banks of this section money on six months’ 
time upon cotton as security. This money 
is by these banks loaned to the farmers. 

During the hot weather last summer, a 
chamber of commerce committee, headed by 
J. R. A. Hobson, raised a fund of $80,000 
for the Georgia School of Technology, thus 
securing donations of machinery valued at 
$125,000, which gave the Georgia Tech the 
best power plant of its kind in the country. 

The Southeastern Fair. 

This year the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce organized the Southeastern Fair as- 
sociation, secured $80,000 of subscriptions 
from the public and $150,000 from the city 
and county. 

Contracts have been let 
nearing completion on the two main build- 
ings. These buildings are permanent, con- 
structed of reinforced concrete with cement; 
floors and roof supported by steel trusses. 
Together they furnish an exhibit space of 
nearly two acres and will be completed 
early in November, in time to accommo- 
date the cattle show and corn show. These 
are the best fair buildings in the southern 
states. ’ 

Last winter in the depth of the depres- 
sion brought about by the war, the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, through its “Build 
Now” committee, of* which V. H. Krieg- 
shaber was chairman, started $250,000 worth 
of work which would not have been taken 
up for months afterwards. 

Since the first of January, despite the 
business depression, Harvey Johnson, sec- 
retary of the industrial bureau, has located 
in Atlanta five new tndustries, employing 
200 operators, with a pay roll of about 
$200,000 per annum, and increasing the popu- 
lation more than 500. 

Early last fall a cotton committee was 
appointed, with R. F. Maddox as chairman, 
and under the direction of that committee 
the question of crop. diversification was 
taken up. To carry out this idea, Secretary 
Cooper suggested a plan to enlist the bank- 
ers of the south in this work. This was 
approved by the committee and he secured 
from a majority of the bank presidents in 
the entire cotton region a pledge over their 
signatures to extend financial atd to farmers 
who would reduce the cotton acreage and 
plant the remainder in food crops. There 
is no doubt whatever that the influence of 
these 3,100 bankers had a great deal to do 
with the reduction !n the cotton acreage 
and the large increase in grain and other 
food crops. 

In the meantime the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce has held its annual corn shows, 
increasing them each time and distributing 
thousands of dollars as premiums. At the 
last corn show among the premiums awarded 
were sixty short-term scholarships at the 
State College of Agriculture. 

The plaza to which Mr. Hamilton refers 
has been presented to three different legis- 
latures by the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce amd the city government, and, :n addi- 
tion, has been presented to a legislative 
commission and a conference of _ railroad 
presidents. 

To secure this plaza on the property 
owned by the state and leased to a great 
railroad system is not so simple a matter as 
Mr. Hamilton might think, wut it has re- 
ceived good attention from the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce and the city govern-

ment. 
Many Other Thfngs. 

These are only a few of the things which 
the chamber of commerce has been doing 
without flourish of trumpets; but with in- 
telligent persistence it has been On the job 
all the time under the direction of an able 
board of directors, who have given a great 
deal of time to the public Interests. Under 
these circumstances I think it is hardly fair 
for vour correspondent to say that this or- 
eanization has been on a vacation for a year 
or two. 

Within the past two years there have been 
established at Atlanta Kmory university and 
Oglethorpe university. This was not direct- 
lv the work of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce, but is a part of the progress of At- 
lanta, and the importance of these two in- 
stitutions can hardly be overestimated, 

Asa G. Candler, to whose liperality the 
location of Emory university at Atlanta is 
mainly due, has recently launched an im- 
mense warehouse project already under con- 
struction and soon to be tn full operation, 
at a cost of $500,000. Six hundred men are 
now employed in its construction. 

Oglethorpe university, under the leader- 
ship of James R. Gray, Ivan | OF Allen and 
Dr. Thornwell Jacobs, iS assuming shape 
and will play a large part in developing the 
vouth of Atlanta in the future. 
“What thoughtful man, knowing 
things, can say that Atlanta has been 
standstill during the past year or two. 

The Atlanta Chamber of Commerce and 
other civic organizations, in close co-opera- 
tion, are working together for the upbuild- 
ing of Atlanta.

Should the patient learn the facts and ask 
the fee-splitting family physician to justi- 
fy himself, the physician would explain that 
‘he was underpaid; that the operator was 
overpaid, and that he had a right to a suf- 
ficient portion of the fee to. even up. His 
answer might satisfy a person easily sat- 
isfied. KFurthermore he would claim that the 
operator selected was competent. To select 
any other would be bad business policy. This 
answer appears sound, and it, no doubt, 
would satisfy a person easily satisfied. 

But let us dig’ a little deeper and see if 
the facts disclosed by the digging help the 
fee-splitter. The immediate answer to the 
fee-splitter is this: If fee-splitting is a 
justifiable transaction, then let those who 
practice it right out in the open. Let 
the physician concerned tell the patient that 
the fee is to be split, and the basis on which 
it is split. 

Theoretically, this is a partial remedy, 
but, ._practically, it fails, because nobody will 
do it, or practically nobody. An open fee- 
splitter confesses his incompetence.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, September 24.—(Special.)— 
There is little to say about the market, ex- 
cept that crop reports from Texas continue 
unfavorable, and advices from that state 
each date make it appear that the crop is 
constantly growing smaller. 

This, together with a strong spot demand 
in all sections of the belt, is responsible for 
large buying in the local market. While 
liquidation from time to time forces a de- 
cline, the reaction is limited because of the 
feeling that the yield will be moderate and 
consequently prices ultimately much higher.

New York, September 24,—(Special.)— 
Liverpool started the day seven points too 
poor, and everyone expected New York ten 
to fifteen points lower at the opening, and 
without waiting to see the market open, 
entered buying orders. The answer was 
more buying power than there was cotton 
and, naturally, higher prices. 

In normal years the owners of spot cot- 
ton keep it hedged. Last year the ex- 
changes were closed and the trade got in 
the habit of doing business without hedging, 
and made such a nice profit they did not 
carry a hedge against the visible supply, 
carried over nor against the new cotton 
brought in. In normal years several mil- 
lion bales of contracts sold as hedges in 
the various markets, furnishing an unlimited 
supply of contracts. Today these hedges 
are absent and the market becomes more 
and more congested every day, and no gen- 
erous supply of contracts need be expected 
until spot cotton is sold in qunatity. 

The south has many new buyers and 
holders of spots. The farmer gets more 
advice and accepts less than anyone in the 
world. Born of last year’s experience, he 
is beginning to ask 12% cents at home and 
the spinner is nervous for fear he will have 
to pay that price shortly. He probably 
will. Liverpool, due 2% or 65 for Janu- 
uary-February.

New York, September 24.—(Special.)— 
The cotton market today worked to new 
high levels. The apparently impossible hap- 
pened—-a hundred point advance since last 
Monday with no evidence that the recent 
buyers have lost faith in still further im- 
provement in prices before the publication 
of the government ginning and condition 
reports on October 2 at 10 and 11 o'clock 
a. m, respectively. 

The condition report, in our estimation, 
will be the lowest in yearg# and will doubt- 
less impress the spinning world as to short- 
ness of the crop and the value of cotton. 

The liquidation which occurred towards 
closing today is likely to prove a benefit 
rather than a detriment to the market, as it 
will furnish new buying power, should a 
further decline occur. 

Very much higher prices are inevit- 
able in our opinion in the near future and 
we advocate purchases on all recessions.

Stating this to try and create the impression 
upon the minds of the public that there is no 
work done through the office of the city 
marshal, and he also, from his statement, 
tries to show that there has been a special 
attorney employed by my office to collect 
marshal’s deeds, both of which statements 
I wish to brand as absolutely false in ev- 
ery senses 

“As to the first accusation, I wish to state 
that there has been collected up to date 
through the marshal’s office for thé year 
1916, $223,433.32, $76,603.30 more than has 
ever been collected through this office for 
this length of time since it has been in ex- 
istence. These are the exact figures as they 
appear upon the books of the marshal’s of- 
fice and the city comptroller. 

“I give these figures so the public may 
know that the men in the marshal's office 
a@re more than photos on the wall, as stated 
by the distinguished alderman from the 
fifth ward. 

“As to his other statement that there has 
been a special attorney employed to collect 
marshal’s deeds from this office, I will state 
that there are no marshal’s deeds kept in the 
office of the city marsha!, but instead, after 
the property is sold, the deeds are made by 
the marshal and then turned over to the 
city clerk, from whom the marshal takes 
his receipt, and under the city code of 1899, 
section 1463, it is then the duty of the city 
license inspector to take charge of same, 
after the expiration of one year. Sections 
1465, 1466, 1467 and 1468 of the code of 
1899 state that the city clerk shall prepare
